Nlmrao, Chlel of the Bareaa of Statis- 
tics, yesterday handed In his annual re- 
port to tho Secretary ol tho Treasury. 
Tho matter ot chief Importance treated 
ot la tbo enormous magnitude of our 
Internal commerce. 
It Is shown that 


tbe value ot the products of tho various 
Industries of tho United States Is seven 
times the total value of our forolga com- 
merce) nearly three times the total value 
of tho foreign commerce of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, and five times tho to- 
tal value of tho foreign commerce of 
1'rance, Including in each case both Im- 
ports aid exports. 


Tho total value ol tho products of In- 


dustry la the. United States Is also shown 
to be a little nioro than twice tho total 
value of Imports of merchandize from 
all tbo countries of Europe. The United 
States Is now tlio largest manufactur- 
ing country on tho globe. Tho valuo of 
products of American manufacture con- 
earned at homo Is llvo times tho value of 
tbo manufactured products of Groat 
Britain and Ireland exported to all other 
countries, and moro than fourteen times 
tho valuo ot the exports of manufactured 
products from Franco to all other coun- 
tries. 


Tho relative valuo of tho Internal as 


compared with tho foreign commerce of 
tbo country Is also Illustrated by state- 
ments showing that 99 per cent, of tho 
ooal mined In this country, 05 per cent. 
of our Iron and stool products, 06 per 
cent, of tho products of our leather In- 
dustry, more tbau 9'J i>or cent, ol our 
manufactures of wool, 1)5 per cent, ot tho 
products of our cotton manufactures, 
moro than 99 per cont. of our manu- 
factures ot Bilk, and 1)7 per cent, of our 
manufactures 
of 
glass, 
glassware, 


earthenware and 
stoneware, uro con- 


sumed lu tho United States. 


Referring to periods ot phenomenal 


prosperity and of phenomenal depres- 
sion, which have from tho beginning en- 
larged tho commercial uud Industrial 
growth of tho country, ho says: 
"Kx- 


porlenco lias proved these fluctuations to 
bo but tho symptoms of au exuberant 
aud uncontrollable, spirit of outerprlso 
outrunning tho possibilities of a healthy 
and;well-proportloned development, even 
In this land of abounding natural re- 
sources." 


Mr. Nlmmo's report shows thiit tho 


total value of Imports and exports of 
merchandise during tho year ended Juno 
1)0, 1884, amounted to $1,403,211,303, or 
9i:>j,H08,OU loss th:iu during tue preced- 
ing year. The valuo of domestic mer- 
chandise exported 
during the

less than during tho preceding year; aud 
tho value of Imports amounted to §(iC7,-

specie Imports during tho year amounted

Annual Report of the Commissioner o! 


the Goncral Land OHloa. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., October 11.— 


Commissioner Mcl-'arlanJ, of the General 
Land Office, In his annual report shows- 
that tho Bales, entries and selections of 
public lafltfs during tho llscal year ended 
Juno 80, 1884, wore 2fi,834,041 acres, and 
of Indian lands, 607,128; making a total 
of 27,681,170 acres; an Increase over the 
preceding year of 13,222,003 acres. The 
total receipts from Indian and public 
lands are 813,770,180s au Increase of 
$1,07&,3£4 ovor tho previous year. Tho 
Commissioner 
renews 
his 
previous 


recommendations for tho repeal of tho 
pre-emption law. 


Daring tbo year lists embracing 8,!!43,- 


103 acres were reported to thu land olllce 
oseolcctod by railroads, but only 047,102 
achsa were ocrtlucd, because of tho f.o 
Uou ot Congress at tbo last eossion in 
regard to forfeiture, of Iho pubJlo lands 
bf land grant railroads. 
He recom- 


mended speedy action on this subject, so 
that tho land office may adjust clal'i s 
which arc now held up awaiting final 
legislation by Congress. 


Tho Commissioner says that because 


ol Inadequate appropriations ho was not 
able to alford that protection to tbo pub- 
lic lands from fraudulent entry that is 
needed, and asks for an appropriation 
for tho purpose. Attention Is directed 
to tho extent to which tho pabllc domain 
|a Illegally toncod In. Thirty-two cases 
have beea. examined, tho area In these 
cases- aggregating 4,431,380 acres. The 
Commissioner gays that tho time is near 
at hand when there will bo no public 
land to afford citizens of this country 
«n opportunity to secure cheap homes. 
Do thinks that the public land should bo 
disposed of to actual settlors only, and 
totals end commends amendments of 
tho homestead law to prevent evasion ot 
existing restrictions,

Tho day before they were killed wo rocclvoc 


the nows that tho rebel army was coming rlgh 
through hero and my brother Jasper wont o 
to join the mllltla, but brothers John an 
Newton, Abner Moody and Samuel Hays, a 
stayed at homo and thought they would kec 
out of the way by staying out in tho wood 
most of the time. On the morning they were 
killed, they were all at our house and were 
standing together In the yard, brother Nowton 
trying to grot them to go o 11 into the woods. I, 
too, -went out and told them I wished thoy 
would get cut of tho way if thoy did come. 


Abner said, "now don't you get so scared, 


an army don't move as fast as you think, for 
they will not bo hero before to-morrow," but 
JUBt as he spoke wo saw the rebels coming 
about three hundreds yors oft. Mother was 
standing in tho door, she said to them, "dont 
run, tbeywill kill you 6uro,"|but thoy did 
run. Abner was so badly crippled from the 
wound that ho got In tho Union army that ho 
oould not run to do any good and they stopped 
to give up, but they wore shot down as soon as 
the rebels got noai them.
